Richardson, Teel 
Stage Panty Raid

Two LSUS instructors, Alex Teel and Duke Richardson, led a 
group of male students on the first annual panty raid of the girls' 
dormitory here last night. 



The raid, which had been planned 
for almost seven months, didn't go off 
as smoothly as expected, however. 
One reason was that many of the stu- 
dents weren't sure where the dorm 
was located. 

Teel and Richardson met with the 
enthusiastic group at about 9:15 p.m. 
in front of the library. With loud 
speaker in hand, Teel asked that the 
men refrain from anything that was 
"out of line," knowing the entire 
campus security force would be in at- 
tendance at the gala affair. 

Panty or Bust 

The group headed west from the 
library at about 9:48 p.m., but was 
soon corrected by Richardson, who 
sent them east to find the levee. Al- 
though not knowing the exact loca- 
tion, the exuberent young men chant- 
ed "Panty or Bust!" 

At about 12:10 a.m., Teel decided 
to call off the raid because of failure 
to find the dorm. He remarked, "I 
must have misread the new proposal. 
I thought it said something about a 
dorm being built." 



Richardson Upset 

Richardson was really upset after 
the disappointing night. He stated, 
"I enjoyed no less than 50 panty 
raids at college and none were this 
bad." 

The two are not giving up, how- 
ever. They are now in the process of 
making long-range plans for another 
raid. It will take place sometime be- 
tween September, 1973 and May, 
1979. All interested males should 
register in the Dean's office on June 
24, 1973 at 8:14 p.m. 



Two LSUS Students Murdered; 
Strung Up In Parking Lot

Two LSUS students were brutally murdered late Monday night and left hanging from a light pole 
in the faculty parking lot by a crude "hangman's noose." 



Dead are Jeff Cartwright, 20, and 
Larry A. Woods, 19. Dr. Stuart De- 
Lee, Caddo Parish coroner, said both 
deaths resulted from blows to the 
back of the head, probably caused by 
some blunt object. DeLee determined 
the time of death to be between the 
hours of 1 1 o'clock Monday night and 
1 o'clock Tuesday morning. 

Shreveport Police Department de- 
tective William Snow, investigating 
the incident, commented "The murd- 
ers were probably committed off 
campus, and then as a gross joke, the 
bodies were brought to LSUS and 
hung from the light pole." 

The campus security officer on 
duty was found unconscious behind 
the generator building, probably 
dragged there by the murderer. 



Numerous superficial wounds were 
found on the officer's head, but none 
even weakened the skull. It looked 
as though the murderer tried to kill 
the officer, but the futility of it 
frustrated him and he gave up. 

The murders ^were discovered by 
an alert bird-watcher early Tuesday 
morning, who, from his perch in a 
tree near the levee, spotted the bodies 
hanging from the pole. He said "I 
thought they were bats at first, but 
the way the old wind kept 'em sway- 
in' there like it did, I got kinda 
suspicious." 

The bird watcher was the same one 
who spotted the giant capon rising 
from the earth on the LSUS campus 
about a year ago. 

Investigations are continuing in the 



matter and detective Snow said all his 
knowledge and equipment is being 
used to find the culprits. 

Commenting on the murder, Snow 
said "Death was probably instant and 
it was definitely a clean job. I couldn't 
have done better myself. And the 
hangman's nooses were by far the 
best I've seen in a long time. All in 
all I'd say it was a very well done 
operation. Dastardly, mind you, and 
evil, evil, evil, but well done." 

When asked to comment about the 
slayings, campus security officer 
Claude "Smokey" Overlease said 
"Well, if kids wouldn't do so much 
lianging around out here, maybe 
tilings like this wouldn't happen."

T. E. Bunny was injured seriously 
in a hit-and-run accident early Sunday 
morning on Morningstar Lane. 

Bunny is reported in serious condi- 
tion at the hospital. His hind legs 
were broken and his fluffy tail was 
skinned. Doctor MacDonald is hope- 
ful that he will be able to pull 
through without permanent damage, 
but it is not expected. 

The report of the accident was 
turned in by Cheryl Bowen, 8, of 742 
Morningstar Lane. According to Miss 
Bowen, she was looking out of her 
window when she saw a large white 
bunny thrown to the side of the road 
by a speeding blue bicycle. She was 
unable to tell if the rider was a boy 
or a girl, but she said the bike was 
one of the racing models. 

As it is too early to tell whether 
Bunny will come out of the accident 
unmarred, applications are being 
taken to fill the position in Room 222 
of the Library Building.

Three LSUS students have been 
hospitalized as a result of ptomaine 
poisoning contracted from the "fresh 
food" in the Snack Shack. 

The three students are Randy Lol- 
ley, sophomore, Victor Pavloff, soph- 
omore, and Ric Jones, sophomore. 

Doctors for all three agreed on the 
cause of illness as bad horse meat 
included in the beef stew. They also 
included the possibility of underdone 
pork in the stew and therefore the 
possibility of "the trick," that is, 
trichinosis. 

A spokesman for the food company 
responsible for the incident said "I 



regret this occurrence and I will take 
definite measures to insure that from 
now on the horsemeat used in the 
stew is of high quality and not 
spoiled. However, and I want to make 
myself very clear, the underdone pork 
was not, I repeat, was not the food 
company's fault.
